to be the im m ediate cause of death. 
Both veterans died w ith th eir a t­ 
ten d an ts by their sides. Robert B ut­ 
ler, a grandson of Mr. Price, w as a r­ 
ranging th is afternoon to have the 
body taken home. 
Leon W. Cooper, 
said to be a son-in-law of the vet­ 
eran who died here, was listed as his

Shriver, East Middle street, had the 
honor of preparing the last meal 
that General Reynolds ate, accord­ 
ing to family records included in a 
history of the Shriver family which 
was published in 1926. 
The break­ 
fast 
which 
was 
served 
General 
Reynolds on July I, 1863, a few 
hours before he was killed In battle, 
was prepared in response to a note 
sent to Christian and Alice Shriver 
by a .son. Jacob C. Shriver, father of 
the local women. 
The account of the incident as 
given in the family history follows: 
"Christian Shriver was not enlist­ 
ed in the Union army but often as­ 
sisted in cases of emergency. 
He 
and his wife helped feed the Union 
soldiers during the battle of G et­ 
tysburg. It is known that her bake 
oven was not cooled off for three 
days, as she baked bread continu­ 
ously. The troops traveled over the 
Shriver farm as wrell as the neigh­ 
boring ones. 
The night after the 
first day s fight their house was filled 
with wounded soldiers whom they 
cared for to the best of their ability. 
They were especially earnest in this 
work because they had two sons, 
Lewis P. and Henry J., in the war. 
"On the evening of June 30, 1863, 
General Reynolds gave a pass to a 
boy (Jacob C. Shriver) and told him 
to give it to his mother and father. 
Attached to the pass was a request 
for 
provisions 
for 
the 
general's 
breakfast and that of his staff 
"The lad delivered the pass to his 
parents and early the next morning 
they took meat, potatoes, eggs and 
bread to the Commons, where Gen­ 
eral Reynolds and his men were en­ 
camped, which Is near the Emmits­ 
burg road, one mile north of Mor­ 
itz’s tavern. 
"Mrs. Alice Shriver helped to pre­ 
pare the breakfast for the general 
and his staff, 
All of them ate 
heartily. 
"General Reynolds offered her $5 
for the provisions and her work, but 
she declined to accept, as a little 
food did not mean much to a farm ­ 
er. 
General Reynolds appreciated 
her good heart and therefore In­ 
sisted that she take the money 
He 


said, ‘Take it. for I may not live to 
come back this way and reimburse 
you for your great kindness.’ 
"Word then came back that the 
rebels were coming. 
There was a. 
great stir in the camp and tents 
were taken down at once. The sol­ 
diers marched to Gettysburg, and it 
has been learned that Reynolds was 
killed in the battle that day about 
noon.”
